Sir, —  In  compliance  with  the  ordinances,  the  trustees 
of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  present  the  following  report 
of  its  condition  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1945. 

This  is  the  eighty-second  annual  report  of  the  Hos- 
pital Department,  which  consists  of  the  Main  Hospital, 
the  South  Department  for  contagious  diseases,  the 
Sanatorium  Division,  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station. 
The  Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station  has  been  in  the 
custody  of  the  Public  Works  Department  since  May, 
1938.  The  West  Department  was  transferred  to  the 
Public  Works  Department,  February,  1939. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  was  organized  May  7,  1945, 
by  election  of  Mr.  Carl  Dreyfus  as  President,  and  Dr. 
Martin  J.  English  as  Secretary. 

On  December  21,  1945,  after  twenty-seven  years  of 
public  service  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
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the  Boston  City  Hospital,  during  the  last  six  of  them 
serving  as  President,  Mr.  Carl  Dreyfus  resigned  as  a 
member  of  the  Board  and  its  President. 

During  his  term  of  office,  the  physical  growth  of  the 
Hospital  has  been  continuous  and  outstanding,  and 
those  it  serves  will  be  benefited  for  generations  from 
the  wisdom  of  his  judgment,  the  understanding  character 
of  his  humanity  and  the  warmth  of  his  affection. 

Through  the  years,  he  gave  to  the  Hospital  his  un- 
remitting devotion  and  the  fine  resources  of  his  mind 
and  heart,  and  all  now  wish  for  him  many  more  years  of 
deserved  happiness  and  continued  service. 

Expenditures. 

The  total  expenditures  for  all  departments  of  the 
Hospital,  excepting  the  Sanatorium  Division,  during  the 
fiscal  year  were  $3,879,817.81.  Of  the  total  operating 
expenses,  $3,218,045.59  was  expended  on  the  hospital 
proper  and  its  subdivisions;  $286,573.40  on  account  of 
the  Out-Patient  Department;  $306,037.23  on  account 
of  the  South  Department,  and  $33,333.02  on  account 
of  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station. 

Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Pathological  Laboratory, 
$84,624.39,  $76,161.95  is  included  in  the  hospital  proper 
expenditures,  $6,769.95  in  the  Out-Patient  Department, 
and  $1,692.49  in  the  South  Department  expenditures. 
The  entire  amount  spent  on  the  Thorndike  Memorial 
Laboratory,  $74,447.25,  is  included  in  the  hospital  proper 
expenditures.  Of  the  $111,995.24  total  amount  spent 
on  the  X-Ray  and  Photographic  Department,  $55,997.62 
is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and  $55,997.62  to  the 
Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the  total  amount  spent 
on  the  Department  of  Physical  Therapeutics,  $20,724.42, 
$2,901.42  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper,  $17,615.76 
to  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  $207.24  to  the 
South  Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the 
Department  of  Immunology,  $6,052.36,  $60.52  is  charged 
to  the  hospital  proper,  $5,810.27  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department  and  $181.57  to  the  South  Department. 
Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Clinical  Laboratory, 
$94,502.52,  $85,052.27  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper 
and  $9,450.25  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Surgical  Research, 
$12,163.09,  $6,081.54  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper 
and  $6,081.55  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the 
amount   spent    on    the    Department    of    Oral    Surgery, 
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$8,268.76,  $1,405.69  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper 
and  $6,863.07  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Social  Work, 
$65,917.38,  $36,913.73  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper, 
$22,411.91  to  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  $6,591.74 
to  the  South  Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  in 
ascertaining  the  settlement  of  patients,  $6,765.22, 
$6,494.61  was  spent  on  the  hospital  proper  and  $270.61 
on  the  South  Department. 

In  Table  No.  2  the  expenditures  of  the  hospital  proper 
and  the  South  Department  are  combined  under  the 
title  "Main  Hospital." 

Paying  Patients. 
During  the  past  year  there  has  been  collected  for 
the  care  and  treatment  of  patients  of  all  classes,  except- 
ing  those    at   the    Sanatorium    Division,    the    sum    of 
$644,190.87.

Contracts. 

On  February  1,  1945,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  SI, 379 
was  awarded  to  Burgess  and  Blacher  for  new  roofing, 
sheet  metal  work  ■  and  exterior  painting,  Thorndike 
Building.  Later  an  order  of  extra  in  the  sum  of  $125 
was  issued,  making  the  entire  contract  price  $1,504, 
all  of  which  was  paid  to  the  contractor  in  1945.  The 
contract  was  completed  and  accepted  as  of  August  1, 
1945. 

James  H.  Ritchie  and  Associates  received  as  their 
commission  on  above  contract  the  sum  of  $150.40,  all 
of  which  was  paid  in  1945. 

On  February  1,  1945,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $6,969 
was  awarded  to  J.  W.  Praught  Company  for  installation 
of  new  heating  and  return  mains  to  South  Department 
and  Vose  House.  An  order  of  extra  in  the  sum  of 
$424  brought  the  contract  price  to  $7,393,  all  of  which 
was  paid  to  the  contractor  in  1945.  The  contract 
was  completed  and  accepted  as  of  October  14,  1945. 

James  H.  Ritchie  and  Associates  received  as  their 
commission  on  above  contract  the  sum  of  $739.30, 
all  of  which  was  paid  in  1945. 

On  March  9,  1945,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $995  was 
awarded  to  the  Otis  Elevator  Company  for  repairs  to 
elevator  at  East  Boston  Relief  Station.  This  contract 
was  completed  and  accepted  and  payment  made  in  1945. 

James  H.  Ritchie  and  Associates  received  as  their 
commission  on  above  $59.70,  which  was  paid  in  1945. 

On  March  21,  1945,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $3,000 
was  awarded  to  Mr.  Mark  T.  Basler  for  roofing  at  East 
Boston  Relief  Station.  This  contract  was  completed 
and  accepted  in  1945,  and  final  payment  made  to 
contractor. 

The  contract  of  Rich  Brothers  Construction  Company, 
for  installing  fresh  air  system  in  Fenwal  Laboratory, 
was  completed  and  accepted  as  of  March  22,  1945,  and 
payment  in  full  made  to  the  contractor.  The  cost  of 
this  installation  was  $2,236,  all  of  which  was  paid  in 
1945. 

On  the  above  contract,  James  H.  Ritchie  and  Asso- 
ciates received  as  their  commission  $223.60,  $85.72  of 
which  was  paid  in  1945. 

On  May  9,  1945,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $3,460 
was  awarded  to  Joseph  G.  Gazzola,  for  patch  plastering 
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and   painting,    Dowling   Building.     This   contract   was 
completed  and  accepted  and  payment  made  in  1945. 

On  May  12,  1945,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $20,899 
was  awarded  to  M.  Spinelli  &  Sons  Company,  Inc., 
for  alterations  and  renovations  to  East  Boston  Relief 
Station.  Orders  of  extra  in  the  sum  of  $447.28,  brought 
the  total  contract  price  up  to  $21,450.03.  The  con- 
tract was  completed  and  accepted  as  of  December  31, 
1945,  and  all  but  the  final  payment  of  $2,238.38  made 
to  the  contractor,  this  amount  to  be  paid  in  1946,  but 
out  of  1945  funds. 

James  H.  Ritchie  and  Associates,  Architects,  have 
received  as  their  commission  $2,062.92  to  -date,  the 
balance  to  be  paid  in  1946,  out  of  1945  funds. 

On  June  9,  1945,  a  contract  was  awarded  to  the 
N.  L.  C.  Engineering  and  Equipment  Company  in  the 
sum  of  $4,219.73,  all  of  which  was  paid  to  the  con- 
tractor in  1945,  this  contract  being  for  the  reconditioning 
of  No.  1  Ames  Vertical  Una-Flow  Engine  in  power  plant. 

On  September  6,  1945,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of 
$3,691  was  awarded  to  "J.  J.  Hurley  &  Company,  for 
repairs  to  sterilizers,  Dowling  Building.  Due  to  delay 
in  delivery  of  materials,  the  work  has  not  as  yet  been 
started. 

James  H.  Ritchie  and  Associates,  Architects,  are  in 
charge  of  this  work. 

On  September  28,  1945,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of 
$1,148  was  awarded  to  J.  J.  Hurley  &  Company,  for 
installing  apparatus  for  injecting  boiler  feed  compound 
into  boilers  at  power  plant.  Due  to  delivery  of 
materials,  this  work  has  not  as  yet  been  started. 

On  November  8,  1945,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of 
$12,737  was  awarded  to  J.  A.  Singarella  Company,  for 
new  tunnel  under  Massachusetts  Avenue.  Work  on 
this  is  now  in  progress,  but  to  date  no  payment  has 
been  made  to  the  contractor. 

James  H.  Ritchie  and  Associates,  Architects,  have 
received  to  date  on  account  of  their  commission  the 
sum  of  $1,018.96. 

On  November  9,  1945,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of 
$1,012.50  was  awarded  to  Peirce  Brothers,  for  removal 
of  excess  sludge  from  boilers,  power  plant.  This  con- 
tract was  completed,  and  payment  of  $911.25  paid  in 
1945,  the  balance  of  $101.25  to  be  paid  in  1946  from 
1945  funds. 
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The  contract  of  John  F.  Shea  Company  for  pointing, 
waterproofing  and  caulking  connecting  tunnels  and 
corridors  was  completed  and  accepted  as  of  Novem- 
ber 27,  1945.  The  total  amount  of  the  contract  was 
$5,390.30,  of  which  13,633.75  was  paid  in  1945,  the 
balance  of  $1,756.55  to  be  paid  in  1946,  but  to  be  paid 
from  1945  funds. 

On  the  above  contract  James  H.  Ritchie  and  Asso- 
ciates, Architects,  received  as  their  commission  $539.03, 
$229.03  of  which  was  paid  in  1945. 

On  November  28,  1945,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of 
$1,393  was  awarded  to  the  Riccardielli  Company  for 
installation  of  oil  pump  in  power  plant.  Due  to  delay 
in  delivery  of  materials,  this  work  has  not  as  yet  been 
started. 

The  contract  of  Peter  Rossi  for  installation  of  Edison 
stand-by  service,  started  in  1944,  was  completed  and 
accepted  and  payment  made  to  the  contractor  in  1945. 
The  total  amount  of  this  contract  was  $30,271.17,  of 
which  amount  $14,179.73  was  paid  in  1945. 

The  contract  of  the  Boston  Edison  Company  for 
furnishing  electric  service  in  connection  with  the  above 
contract,  went  into  effect  at  the  completion  of  the 
Rossi  contract,  at  a  cost  of  $7,500  a  year  for  a  five- 
year  period. 

A  final  payment  of  $460  was  made  to  James  H. 
Ritchie  and  Associates  for  architectural  services 
rendered  in  connection  with  the  installation  of  Edison 
stand-by  service,  making  a  total  paid  them  of  $3,524.84. 

The  contract  of  the  Otis  Elevator  Company  for 
servicing  elevators  at  the  Hospital  continued  during 
the  year  1945.  The  sum  of  $11,820  was  paid  to  the 
contractor  for  this  service. 

A.  Shuman  Memorial  Fund  for  Care  of  Men 
Patients  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital. 
To  the  $100,000  bequeathed  by  the  late  Abraham 
Shuman,  $54,895.27  has  been  added  to  January  1, 
1946,  making  the  total  amount  available  on  that  date 
$154,895.27.  During  the  year  1945  there  was  expended 
from  this  fund  the  sum  of  $3,734.44  for  care  of  con- 
valescent male  patients  at  various  nursing  homes. 

Charles  H.  Tyler  Fund. 
The  $1,000,000  bequest  of  the  late  Charles  H.  Tyler 
is  being  received  in  bonds  and  cash.     Up  to  January  1, 
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1946,  $1,313,500.49  has  been  delivered  to  the  City 
Treasurer.  This  fund  will  be  used  for  the  erection  and 
maintenance  of  a  surgical  research  building  to  be 
named  in  honor  of  the  late  Dr.  George  G.  Sears.
